“AN ABUE LETTER. 


‘Senator John P. Jones 
Tells Why 


His Bill Does Not Make Sil- 
ver a Legal Tender. 


Doubts Expressed as to the Pres- 
ident Signing Any Other. _~

| The following able and interesting 


‘letter from Nevada’s senfor Senator 
| was drawn out by an inquiry from the 
Nevada State Board of Trade at the 
suggestion of Senator Evan Williams, 
calling attention to the fact that the 
silver certificates provided for in his 
bill were not made a legal tender for 
private dues. The Senator’s answer 


seems to cover the point completely: 


Wasurneron, D. C., March 20. 

My Dear Sir: I have received 
your esteem ed favor of late date mak- 
ing inquiry regarding the silver biil, 
and take pleasure in replying at the 
earliest practicable opportunity. 
While the silver men in Congress 
are both numerous and zealous, they 
are not sufficiently strong in numbers 
to dictate any policy which shall alto- 
gether ignore the convictions of their 
opponents, or the deep-rooted preju- 
dices against silver which existin the 
roinds of many. 
On making a careful survey of the 
entire ground we found a majority of 
the members of both Houses to be sil- 
ver men ; that is to say, men who favor 
silver in some form; but it is not easy 
to draft a bill which shall meet the 
views and receive the support of all. 
The divergencies of opinion are very 
wide, and unless all can unite on some 
measure, it will be impossible for the 
country to get any relief during the 
present session of Congress. But, as- 
suming even the most favorabie dispo- 
sition in Congress, it must be borne 
in mind that no bill can become a law 
without the approval of the President, 
and from the tenor of his message it is 
by no means clear that what might 
suit a majority of the members of both 
Houses would be certain to reveive the 
approval of the Executive. So that 
whatever bill is to be passed by Con- 
gress must, in order to be absolutely 
certain of becoming a law, commend 
itself to the approval of the President, 
or, failing in that, it must be such as 
can command the votes of two-thirds 
of the members of each House. It 
was wilh the view of inaking no mis- 
take in this respect that the bill was 
prepared which I have the honor of 
reporting from the Committee on Fi- 
nance of the Senate. It is infinitely 
inost important that some measure of 
practical relief shall be passed imme- 
diately than that the country should 
be compelled to wait another year or 
more for a measure which miight prove 
to be somewhat more efficacious, but 
which could not be secured uutil after 
the distress of the present should have 
been greatly intensified. We do not 
wish this session to be wasted upon 
mere debate without practical result. 
The advocates of silver could not ac- 
cept the Windom bill, one section of 
which proposed to give the Secretary 
of the Treasury the power to discon- 
tinue at bis discretion the purchase of 
silver. After the experience of the 
past twelve years, under what is 
known as the Bland bill, we were 
afraid to intrust so important a power 
toany man. That bill yave the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury the power, in his 
discretion, to coin from two to four 
million dollars’ worth of silver each 
month. - In no instance has any Secre- 
tary of the Treasury seen fit to exercise 
that dfscretion in favor of silver. Each 
incumbent of that office has restricted 
the coinage to the smallest possible 
amount required by the law, not tak- 
ing even the first step toward testing, 
as the spirit of the Act of Congress: 
clearly made it his duty to do, the ef- 
fect on the business of the country, of 
any increase of the coinage, however 
small. This course, inimical to silver, 
I regard as the result of a conviction 
on the part of all who have occupied 
the important office named, that the 
must desirable quantity of silver for 
the circulation of the country is the 
least possible quantity that can be 
coinedgonsistently with the commands 
of the law—or, in other words, that 
‘“‘the best silver is no silver.’’ 

| After observing the unfriendly man- 
ner in which this discretion has been 
exercised, I could not, even did I re- 
gard the provision as constitutional, 
vote to place in the hands of any one 
man a power fraught with conse- 
quences of such vital importance to the 
interests of the country. 

I will say, Lowever, in passing, that 
[ was opposed to that section of the 
so-called Bland bill which gave that | 
extraordinary discretion to an execu- 
tive offiver of the Government. The 
constitution devolves on Congress, and 
on Congress alone, the duty to “‘coin 
money and regulate the value thereof.”’ 
The only way by which the value of 
money can be regulated is by re 
ing its quantity, and Congress, in my 
ppinion, has no right to place that 
; power in the hands of any individual. 
‘The regulation of the value of money 
is a function of the most fundamental 
and sovereign importance to the coun- 


vested in, any power whatever except 
‘the power to which the constitution 
specifically confides it. That power is 
manifestly and fitting], the represent- 
atives of the people. in their legislative 
chambers.

time, at the option of the hoMer, for 
legal tender. It may fairly be said 
that what is exchangeable, at the op- 
tion of the holder at any time, at any 
Sub-Treasury of the United States, for 
legal tender, will be freely accepted by 
all the people for all payments what- 
ever, so that it becomes practically it- 
self a legal tender. The very moment 
these notes are issued, the person re- 
ceiving them can turn around and, at 
the same counter, demard and receive 
legal tender money for them—‘‘lawful 
money of the United States.’’ 

The entire amount of silver dollars 
coined under the Act of February 28, 
1878, is about $353,000,000. Of this 
amount only $60,000,000 of the sum 
actually coined are in_ circulation 
among the people. Of the remaining 
amount over $280,000,000 are repre- 
sented in the circulation by silver cer- 
tificates, which,-though not legal ten- 
der, are accepted among the people 
with all the force of legal tender in 
payment for every form of debt. Nei- 
ther the gold certificates, the silver 
certificates, nor the National Bank 
notes—all of which, not being legal 
tender, stand in the same category as 
the proposed Treasury notes— have 
ever failed to receive full credit and 
recognition throughout the country, as 
if, in fact, legal tender. By assenting 
to the proposition that these proposed 
Treasury notes shall be of the same 
general character as the gold certifi- 
cates, silver certificates and National 
Bank notes, so far as the legal tender 
function is concerned, it has been 
found practicable to secure support for 
the measure from some who would to 
the last oppose the bill under any 
Other circumstances. As our expe- 
rience with paper money up to this 
time, even when not a leyal tender, 
has been entirely satisfactory, and, as 
the proposed Treasury notes are ex- 
changeable for legal tender, I have not 
felt that the success of a measure for 
the relief of the country should be. 
placed in jeopardy by insisting upon a 
condition which involveséafter all, a 
distinction that has heretofore proved 
to be more apparent than real. 

As to my personal views, however, I 

need not say that they are for the un- 

limited coinage of silver, and that 

when coined it should be a full legal | 
tender for all debts, public and private. 
In iact, | am of the opinion that no 
mouvey of any description should be 
issued by the Government, or permitted 
to enter into circulation, without the 
full legal tender quality. The legal 
tender function is the pith and marrow 
of money. Anything whica the Gov- 
ernment itself issues as money, and 
which it is willing to receive unlimit- 
edly as money from its citizens, should 
be receivable as money unlimitedly by 
and among those citizens; and the law 
should make such reception impera- 
tive.. But we find that men_ are of 
variant views on this subject, and, as 
far as I have had.upportunity of judg- 
ing, I am satisfied that we can rely 
with more certainty upon the passage 
of the bill reported by me than upon 
one which might seem to be broader 
in its effects, but which might fail 
either in Congress orthe White House. 
The impetus which will be given to the 
business of the country by the passage 
of this measure, either io its present 
form, or without substantial modifica- 
tion. will set in motion all the wheels

proved process of manufacture fish oils 
are deodorized so thoroughly that their 
presence can not be, detected. They pen- 
etrate more readily than either animal 
or vegetable oils, but they do not incor- 
porate themselves with the fiber. They 
simply fill up the interstices, and being 
of a light nature they are easily drawn 
out by heat or moisture. They impart 
a soft conditiou to the leather when it is 
new, aS much so if not more than dothe 
animal oils, and because of that they are 
notcondemned. If used freely in connec- 
tion with hard grease they become ran- 
cid, and impart an odor which is re- 
tained as long as there is any grease in 
the leather. 


Mineral oils are being introduced | 


quite freely, and as they are thoroughly 
deodorized they find ready purchasers. 
These oils are the worst possibie 
that .cdn be put into leather. 
They have wonderfal penetrating 
properties, but they are heating, and 
their volatile properties deprive them 
of the permanency so necessary for the 
preservation of the leather. They do 
not take kindly to other oils or greases, 
nd are easily cut by water. While the 
tural heat from the feet will cause 
evaporation, particularly if the leather 
is moist, they do not become rancid, but 
they are Thore injurious to the fiber than 
even the most rancid animal oil. 

The shoe manufacturer should con- 
demn all leather treated with mineral 
oils. A little care on bis part will en- 
able him to determine the oil used, 
whether animal, vegetable or mineral. 
Good grain and clear fleshed stock in- 
vite the eye, and if properly treated 
with oils the leather will prove accept- 
able, but grease is the life of the leather, 
and justin proportion as the grease is 
pure and incorporates itself with the 
fiber is the leather durable or otherwise. 


Sand Bags for Health. 

The sand bag is invaluable in the 
sick-room. Get some clean, fine sand, 
dry i@thoroughly in a kettle on the 
stove. Makea bag about eight inches 
square of flannel, fill it with dry sand, 
sew the opening carefully together and 
cover the bag with cotton or linen. This 
will prevent the sand from sifting out, 
and will also enable you to heat the bag 
quickly by placing in the oven or even 
on top of the stove. After once using 
this you will never again attempt to 
warm the feet or hands of a sick person 
with a bottle of hot water or brick. The 
sand holds the heat a long time, and the 
bag can be tucked up to the back with- 
out hurting theinvalid.. It is a good 
plan to make twoor three of the bags 
and keep them on hand, ready for use 
at any time when needed. 


Counterfeit Coin Fake ~ 
A clever swindle is that which is some- 
times worked on persons ambitious to 
become counterfeiters. The swindler 
exhibits a finely-finished mold, and, 
claiming to possess the secret of a 
metallic compound which no expert ean 
detect from pure gold, proceeds to cast 
a $5 piece. He melts the secret com- 
pound in the victim’s presence and 
poum it into the mold, on opening 
wh a new $5 piece, perfect in all its 
= is revealed. The truth is that 
the molten stuff went into another part 
of the mold, and the new $5 gold piece 
isa genuine gold coin placed there be- 
forehand by the sharper to deceive his 
dupe and induce him to pay a high price 
for the mold and the secret of the 
metallic mixture.

“So it was,”’ said the clerk, ‘‘but she 
does not buy the cologne for perfuming 
purposes, although she buys much more 
of 4t than any other half-dozen persons 
who trade @ this store.” 

“What, then, does she do with it if she 
does not useit for perfuming purposes?”

She buys from one to two dozen of those 
long, slim bottles of 4711 cologne every 
week, and she takes it entirely her- 
self.” 

‘*How does she take it?” 

“Asa rule on lumps of sugar; at least 
I suppose she does, for that is the usual 
custom of cologne takers. They saturate 
a number of lumps of sugar with the 
fluid and carry them about with them. 
When (as is the case with a whisky 


drink they will take one or two lumps 
of sugar, and, letting it dissolve in the 
mouth, they will get a sort of an imita- 
tion of perfumed whisky and sugar and 
water. You know, of course, that the 
base of the cologne is alcohol, and for 
most people alcohol is altogether too 
strong to be taken raw, and this is one 
of the reasuris why the sugar is used. 

‘‘Another reason, I suppose, is because 
itis easier to carry about, and can be 
taken without detection when on the 
sugar. Some of the cologne users—and 
—can drink their 
liquid raw, and those who have arrived 
at that stage ean drink pure alcohol, or 
almost any thing else except, perhaps, 
sulphuric or some kindred acid.”

“No. Ihave néver heard of a single 
case ofa man taking cologne, but there 
are many women who make a regular 
practice of it, and a great many of the 
drug stores have regular customers 
whom they supply with difforent brands 
of cologne and perfume. By far the 
greater portion of them, however, use 
this 4711, which is made in Germany, 
and has a very fragrant, refreshing and 
lasting odor. 

“I have sat in the theater many a 
night and watched elegantly-dressed 
ladies, whose husbands had perhaps 
gone out between the acts, slyly open 
their reticules and extract the sweet- 
smélling cubes of sugar.

—A teaspoonful of granulated sugar 
moistened with; pure vinegar wil! gen- 
erally remedy that annoying’ complaint, 
hiccough. 

—Three simple meals a day and daily 
labor, warm clothing, sufficient food, sun 
andair-are the main conditions upon 
which health ean be enjoyed. 

—An old recommendation often given 
young housekeepers is to use tea leaves 
in sweeping carpets, but their use on 
delicate colors’should be avoided, as 
they will surely stain light carpets. 

‘Silk, of all grades and colors, can 
be Washed in clear water which is poured 
off frém grated raw potato®s. Dip the 
piéces of silk in this water and wipe 
them on both sides with a coarse towel.

pounds of granulated sugar; then strain 
the pintof boiling hop-extract in the 
lemon and sugar, stirring till the sugar 
is thoroughly dissolved. This sirup is 
anodyne and ©xpectorant, pleasant to 
take and excellent in disposing of a 
troublesome cough.—N. Y. Journal

shrewd Tricks Played by an Early 
Schemer by the Name of Venner. 

Readers of dramatic 
familiar with the well-worn subject 0: 
theatrical riots. The O. P. riots, the 
‘Bottle conspiracy” disturbance in the 
Oublin theater, the Macready riots at 
New York, with many other similar 
yutbreaks, have often been described. 
Hutan Elizabethan apenas of these 
listurbances may not epee 
says a writer in the | ak About 
he end’ of October, 1602, ke London 
olay-goers were informed by bills cir- 
culated by a rascal named Venner that 
on a certain Saturday evening there 
would be performed at’ a theater ‘‘on 
the Banckeside” a play ‘‘to be acted only 
by certain gentlemen and gentlewomen 
of account.” 

As at that time women never acted in 
public, the female parts of plays being 
taken by boys and men, such an an- 
nouncement brought crowds to the 
theater. The charge was eighteen 
pence or two shillings, and Venner, 
when most of the money was taken, de- 
camped with the spoil. He endeavored 
to escape by water, but was soon over- 
taken and secured. In the meantime 
the victims of the hoax, as soon as they 
saw how they had been gulled, wrecked 
the theater. John Chamberlain, writ- 
ing to Dudley Carleton, in one of a num- 
ber of letters since published by the 
Camden Society, says. that they ‘‘re- 
venged themselves upon the hangings, 
curtaink, stooles, walles and whatsoever 
came in:theire way, very outragiously, 
and made great spoile.” Somewhat 
akin to this Venner was the conjuror 
who advertised that he would jump into 
a quart bottle at the Haymarket Thea- 
ter on January 16, 1749. The theater 
was crammed with spectators, while 
great crowds, unable to gain admit 
tance, thronged the street. The con- 
juror, however, did not appear, but got 
clear away with the receipts, and bis 
dupes took their revenge in the usual 
way bya violent attack upon the thea-
